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YEARLING MARKET. 
pene race meeting begins on Thurs- 
day of this week and is to end on Septem- 
ber 5. Sales ot yearlings will begin in the Fasig- 
Tipton Company’s paddocks Tuesday evening, 
August 11, and will continue through 14 even- 
ings, concluding on August 28 (see schedule on 
page 154). There will be one noontime sale, Sat- 
urday, August 15, under auspices of C. J. Fitz 
Gerald, in the saddling paddock at the Saratoga 
race track. There have been catalogued for 
these sales approximately 700 yearlings. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has been asked for a fore- 
cast as to the state of the market and the prob- 
able average. To put it succinctly, there is a 
slump, and the state of the market is not as 
good generally as it was last August. However, 
the better appearing yearlings will bring, as al- 
ways, good prices. 

Last year the range of prices for “five figures 
horses” was from $10,000 to $30,000, and there 
were 35 such to bring an aggregate of $565,500. 
There may be as many “five figures horses” 
coming out of the auctions this month, but we 
do not think the aggregate will be as large. 

Last year THE BLOOD-HORSE forecast was that 
the general average for yearlings at Saratoga 
would not be under $2,350. The general average 
for 615 head was $2,818.12, whereas the year be- 
fore it was $3,602.67 for 523 head, and in 1928 
for 557 head it was $3,102.96. 

If one should have the idea that horses are 50 
per cent off from 1929, one would expect the gen- 
eral average to be approximately $1,800. If one 
should think that they are off 25 per cent from 
last year, one would expect the average to be 
approximately $2,100. 

We feel that the market will not be off as 
much as 50 per cent from 1929, and that per- 
haps it may be off a trifle more than 25 per 
cent from last year. Therefore, we believe the 
general average this year will be approximately 
$2,000. 

Such a general average, we think, would be 
satisfactory to the rank and file of breeders. In 
fact a number of the smaller breeders have in- 
dicated their disbelief in the likelihood of any- 
thing approaching a $2,000 general average. 
They think it will be nearer $1,200. 


GET TOGETHER. 


OR two years now, Col. M. J. Winn and his 

associates in the American Turf Association 
have failed in the attempt to operate Latonia in 
conflict with Arlington Park, Chicago. After 
reading a discussion of the situation in The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer of last Sunday, August 2, we 
have the thought that it perhaps would be bet- 
ter for Latonia if Colonel Winn and associates 
would arrange to operate Latonia next spring on 
the good dates in June which for two seasons 
have been abandoned so that the Kentucky crew 
of officials could be taken to Washington Park, 
Chicago, and so that Latonia could run on Ar- 
lington Park’s dates. 


We thought in the beginning, and said so, that 
it was an unwise move, and it certainly has 
proved out that way. The Enquirer contends that 
under the plan of the owners of Arlington Park, 
which is to take no dividends and to return the 
profits to the horsemen in stakes and purses and 
to the patrons in betterments both as to comforts 
and sport, other race tracks are being harmed. 


We do not see it that way. The other tracks 
are being benefited. They will ultimately be 
compelled to abandon commercialization and the 
sport will be then as it should be, of higher class 
all about. 

There is not too much racing, but there is too 
much in the same place some times. The meet- 
ings should be shorter and snappier. The over- 
head at some of the tracks in the form of sala- 
ries to officers and employees is greater than it 
should be. The license tax to the State, also, at 
some points is greater than it should be. 


We are entering a new era in all things, and 
racing is no exception. There must be readjust- 
ments in all things, racing as well. So why not 
face the situation and get about the changes nec- 
essary in a fair and common sense way? 

THE BLOOD-HORSE does not claim more percep- 
tion than others, but it would remind its readers 
that last year and before that, too, it urged that 
there be meetings of the powers in racing for 
doing many things that must eventually be done. 

No formal meetings have been held, but a lead- 
ing breeder, who also maintains a racing stable 
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and has interests in some of the tracks, has taken 
it upon himself to discuss the situation with the 
heads of several of the racing institutions and it 
may work out that he will eventually get them 
together. 

There has got to be give and take and the put- 
ting aside of pride and self-csteem and all that 
in working this thing out satisfactorily. 

The sooner some of the “big guns’”’ can realize 
that they actually are not “the whole works” and 
that the other fellow has some rights, too, the 
sooner racing will take its proper rank in the 
new order of things. 


SPRINTERS. 
HE BLOOD-HORSE prints in this issue (page 


176) a disquisition from the pen of Thomas 
Patrick Brophy, a well informed and justly popu- 
lar Irishman. The article, published in Daily Run- 
ning Horse (New York) July 27, carries the head- 
ing: “American Sport Should Feature More 
Stakes and Handicaps for Sprinters; Have Great- 
ly Aided English Breeding.” It brings up an 
issue about which there has been no great amount 
of written controversy in recent years, since it is 
a subject which affords more chagrin than pride. 

Mr. Brophy makes out quite a case. If we may 
be academic and arrange the principal “points” 
ot his argument in numerical order, they are: 
(1) There is a scarcity of talent for distance 
racing. (2) Sprint racing has already proved its 
popularity, and since the American Turf is just 
now in a slump, why not give the sprinters a 
chance to help rehabilitate the fortunes of the 
sport? (3) Sprinting stakes may bring out the 
capabilities of some potential stallion which 
otherwise might not figure in Thoroughbred pos- 
terity. 

On all three points and in toto we disagree 
with Mr. Brophy. As for the first one, the ad- 
mitted fact that there is a preponderance of 
sprinting talent as compared with distance racers, 
we must consider that as a cundition to be reme- 
died rather than aggravated. If the American 
Turfman purports to be interested in the im- 
provement of the breed of horses, he ought not 
to commit himself to a temporizing policy of 
catering to sprinters for the simple reason that 
we have them. 


Indeed, it is temporizing that has brought 
about the present state of affairs, which is so 
deplorable that there are scarcely more than half 
a dozen stakes at more than a mile and a quarter 
renewed in North America in the course of a 
year. The very word “bottom” has been forgot- 
ten as applying to stamina in a race _ horse. 
_Since the beginning of racing as a sport in this 
country we have been drifting instead of steer- 
ing. Consider that “race” ot Black Maria’s in 
which the contestants had to run five heats of

four miles each, 20 miles in all, before the win- 
ner was decided. Consider, a quarter of a cen- 
tury later, the stamina of Lexington and his 
contemporaries. Consider our own flock of racers 
in comparison with those of yesteryears. Ad- 
mitting that a race of five furlongs is much 
more humane than a contest of four-mile heats, 
we must also contend that the winner of a five 
furlong race is a much less splendid animal than 
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that which could stand up and race over the 
longer distances. 


The fact that we have so many sprinters and 
so few stayers is obviously a result of the em- 
phasis which we place upon 2-year-old racing. 
We will nut here rail against that emphasis, for 
it would be only spitting against the wind. But 
let us do what we can to mitigate the evil which 
is consequent upon it. 

As for point No. 2, that sprint racing is popu- 
lar, we need only reply that distance racing is 
more so. It need not be argued that Sun Beau, 
Mike Hall, Twenty .Grand, Mate, Gallant Fox, 
Reigh Count and Man o’ War draw greater 
crowds than Vander Pool, Balko, Flying Heels, 
High Strung, Osmand and Roseben. If you 
would make the sport more popular, give it more 
great stayers. 


On point No. 3, which says sprinters may make 
good sires, we must admit the fact. And there 
is a great temptation to make sires of them, for 
they are so plentiful. The sprinter’s get are 
sprinters. There are just enough exceptions to 
prove the rule. The main reason for the disap- 
pearance of bottom from the Thoroughbred is 
the fact that it is easier to breed speed than 
stamina. We have, in short, followed the line of 
least resistance. Mr. Brophy’s suggestion is 
simply that we continue to do so. 

Inevitably the man who goes to the races and 
becomes in the least familiar with them, learns 
to classify the horses he knows according to the 
routes they can “get.” Those which can “go the 
route” he places, consciously or unconsciously, 
in the higher class. He has an inherent distrust 
of the quitter. There is no finer sight in racing 
than old Mike Hall, for instance, or Sun Beau, 
charging down the stretch, catching and passing 
the weaker-hearted ones which had the inglori- 
ous privilege of setting the pace, but which must 
wilt and fade when the battle begins. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is compiling this year sta- 
tistics which will show the average distance of 
races won by the get of different sires. These 
figures, to be published at the end of the year, 
may bring home to breeders a notion of just how 
small is the percentage of distance races being 
run in America. If the distance racing is further 
pruned and the sprint racing further increased, 
the situation will be deplorable indeed. 

The encroachments of the sprinter have gone 
far enough. 


BENEFICIAL BROADCASTING. 
D JOHNSTONE, who “came on the air” at 
New Orleans last winter after having had an 
interview with Col. E. R. Bradley, ever willing to 
try out a progressive idea, has convinced the 
master of Idle Hour Farm, und other leading 
turfmen as well, that many of those who listen 


in on the radio are interested in hearing about 
horse racing and horse breeding. 

At Louisville last spring, Wood F. Axton, the 
quick-minded breeder and sportsman who is at 
the head of the Axton-Fisher Tobacco Company, 
engaged Mr. Johnstone to tell the people from 
Station WHAS about Thoroughbred horses and 
incidentally to mention Spud Cigarettes. Mr. 
Johnstone, a student of pedigrees, well informed 
about racing past and present, and likewise hav- 
ing knowledge of and acquaintance with many of 
the important people of the Turf, “got it over 
big,”” as the saying goes in\ stage and radio 
circles. 

His work came to the attention of the heads 
of the Arlington Park Jockey Club, and all 
through the meeting which closed last Saturday, 
Mr. Johnstone was on the air nightly, Sunday 
included, telling about the sport and its people 
and the great figures, human and equine, of the 
Turf. 

He has just advised THE BLOOD-HORSE that dur- 
ing July he received 1,310 letters from various 
part of the United States and Canada, telling 
him that the writers are interested in knowing 
more about horse breeding and horse racing and 
complimenting him on his talks. 

About 50 per cent of the letters came from 
women. About 10 per cent were from people who . 
state that they have never seen a horse race, 
but have become interested in the subject through . 
the radio broadcasting. Many of the letters re- 
quested information concerning breeding. 

Not a few letters came from children and 
several were from ministers. There was not one 
objection in any of these letters, nor in the ap- 
proximately 2,700 letters he received at New 
Orleans and Louisville, to having heard the talks 
on Sunday. 

Mr. Johnstone is spending three weeks at Sara- 
toga, after which he will be back in Chicago to 
broadcast for the Lincoln Fields Jockey Club, he 
having been engaged by Col. M. J. Winn. 

The talks are always full of worthwhile infor- 
mation, some of which, we are happy to say, is 
furnished by THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 


UCK WEAVER, helmsman of that entertain- 

ing “Stalling Along’ column in The Louwis- 
ville Times, is first to essay the precarious task’ 
of making book on the mythical field as out- 
lined in these desultory paragraphs in the July 
25 issue. Looks as if we have in the making 
one of those symposium things, in which nothing 
in particular is proved, unless it be that the di- 
versity of opinion still is the predominating note 
in the racing world. 

Says Buck: “Nothing will be proved or dis- 
proved thereby, but for the sake of argument 
Stalling Along is going to hazard a line on just 
such an imaginary race. Here goes: Man 0’ 
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War, 5-2; Exterminator, 9-2; Sarazen, 8-1; 
Roamer, 10-1; Bubbling Over, 10-1; Twenty 
Grand, 12-1; Old Rosebud, 12-1; Sun Beau, 20-1; 
Grey Lag, 20-1; *Sun Briar, 15-1; Boniface, 15-1; 
John P. Grier, 15-1; Crusader, 15-1. The above 
figures around 106 per cent and although ‘Old 
Rosebud’ stipulated no entries, I have taken the 
liberty to group four members of the mythical 
field (*Sun Briar, Boniface, John P. Grier, Cru- 
sader), arbitrarily assuming that the contest 
would be staged at a pari-mutuel track.” 


Mr. Weaver further says that he would not 
dare to atiempt naming the winner, however, he 
is sanguine that Exterminator would be there 
or thereavout, and if the field were to be resur- 
rected he would have to have the conventional 
“two through the board” on the gelded son of 
McGee—Fair Empress. 


“Stalling Along,” it seems, has certain favor- 
ites he wou'd like included in the mythical field, 
becoming a bit provoked over the omission of 
Gallant Fox, Zev, Reigh Count, Morvich and 
*Epinard. I must confess that the horses chosen 
in the query were named in a rather haphazard 
manner, my only thought being to name a field 
of about a dozen of the best that have appeared 
in the past ten or twelve years. Nor was there 
anything significant of a preference in mention- 
ing Twenty Grand first, or in continuing with a 
brief sketch of Sarazen. : 

Frankly, I become dizzy trying to separate 
several of the field and which I would wager on 
probably would depend largely upon the odds 
quoted against each. Insofar as sorting over the 
original field is concerned, effecting additions and 
exclusions, there is no law prohibiting it, but it 
is bound to become confusing and for this rea- 
son perhaps it would be best to base the calcu- 
lations on the original field. As an instance, 
when Mr. Weaver's correspondent, “E K. W.,”’ 
nad finished making what he deemed necessary 
revisions, and for that matter he may have been 
correct, I hardly recognized the piece. 

But to get back to the odds quoted by “Stalling 
Along,” I think he acquitted himself remarkably 
well. I was rather surprised, however, that both 
Mr. Weaver and “E. K. W.”” made Man o’ War 
and Exterminator first and second choices re- 
spectively. I was reminded of Mr. Riddle’s re- 
fusal to consent to a match between his champion 
and Exterminator when both were racing at -the 
height of their form, so doubt that even the 
owner of the superhorse would accept the odds 
offered. Obviously enough, Messrs. Weaver and 
“E. K. W.” are two of the thousands of observ- 
ers who always held the son of Fair Play in 
higher esteem than the master of Glen Riddle. 

I always thought Exterminator a gelding more 
of stamina, weight-carrying ability and rare 
gameness than terrific speed of the sort possessed 
by, say, Sarazen, Man o’ War and Bubbling Over. 
If, during the running of this mythical contest, 
those speedsters should so tire of their own ef- 
forts as to enable the rangy gelding to overhaul 
them in the final strides, he would have a royal 
chance, but to outrun them, I doubt it. His vic- 
tory in this instance would smack of the dubi- 
ousness of Jim Dandy’s defeat of Whichone and 
Gallant Fox in the Travers about which there 
was so much discussion, something foreign to 
any of his performances in the records, to be sure, 
but did he ever meet such oil-burners as were 
these? The winner here would have to run the 
mile and one-quarter in about two minutes. No 
doubt Mr. Weaver and his correspondent are 
aware of these things, perhaps that is why they 


held Man o’ War at shortest odds even if their 
sentiment runs toward Exterminator. 
* 


PITHE?, the Warm Stable's twenty thousand 

dollar beauty, may not have been such a bad 
buy as some thought him several weeks back. 
Thus far, Epithet is by long odds the best of 
*Epinard’s progeny, which is no inference that 
Siskin wasn’t a high class colt. Jack Middleton, 
his handler, has very judiciously bided his time 
with the blaze-faced fellow and if he meets with 
no mishaps he may prove a formidable rival for 
Mate, Twenty Grand, et al., in the future. The 
scions of that Wanda family, of which Epithet 
is a member in very good standing, are making 
their presence felt in recent years. ‘Tis a pity 
that we haven’t more representatives of the 
family established by that great race mare of 
other, and some say better, days. Speaking of 
founding studs with a single mare and her 
daughters, what better foundation could one de- 
sire than Uncle’s Lassie, one of the best repre- 
sentatives of the Wanda family, and her two 
daughters, Betty Derr and Henriette Hardies?

ITTSBURGHER, it is reported, soon will be 

able to resume training. No question but that 
the big bay is a good colt and if he be the true 
McGee most observers think him, there is a pos- 
sibility that he will continue to improve, even in 
his 4-year-old form. Mention of Pittsburgher 
reminds me that Insco, his chief rival for news- 
paper space in the pre-Derby training at Louis- 
ville last spring, probably will be located in the 
stable of C. E. Durnell, adjoining the Churchill 
Downs property, by the time this reaches the 
press. Hope is held forth that he may be suffi- 
ciently patched up to enter the stud.

HALK up another for the veteran Trainer 

Charlie Dodson, of Lexington, who broke Go 
Between, Broomstick and Wise Counsellor, to 
mention but a few, for that fleet juvenile, Mor- 
fair, own brother to Morstone, was one of his 
pupils at the old Association course last fall. 
Morfair set the tongues of the work-watchers at 
Arlington wagging recently when he worked six 
furlongs in 1:11 2-5, arriving at the five- 
eighths in :57 2-5, just one-fifth of a second 
siower than the world’s record for the distance 
esiablished by Pan Zareta at Juarez, Mexico, in 
1915. Morfair is a chunky fellow of the quarter- 
horse type. Saw the son of Morvich on a visit to 
the Dodson headquarters last fall and liked him 
very much. He is a handsome chestnut fellow 
with a blaze, has bulging muscles and the good 
deportment of a candidate for public office. 
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ARLINGTON PARK’S SINGULAR SUCCESS. 

HE 30 days of racing which closed at Arling- 

ton Park last Saturday comprised what of- 
ficials of the Arlington Park Jockey Club 
have described as “an entirely satisfactory meet- 
ing.” The Chicago session, best attended of any 
held in America this year, was so successful in 
drawing good horses and good crowds that it 
produced some discomfiture for the American 
Turf Association, whose policy is to run its La- 
tonia track in opposition to the Chicago course. 

The Western contingent made quite a success- 
ful stand against the attack of the East in the 
stakes races. Of the 12 fixtures decided, half 
went to the East and half to the West. . The six 
won by the East, however, include the two 
steeplechases, in which there was, necessarily, 
no Western opposition, since no other Western 
track besides Arlington features jumping. 

Track Superintendent Billy Myers did a great 
job with the course, keeping it in good condition 
all through the meeting. It was safe, with a 
deep cushion, yet it was lightning fast except 
after it had been rained on. Track records were 
broken frequently. Mate cut the mile and a quar- 
ter mark to 2:02 2-5 in the Classic, Sun Beau 
lowered it again to 2:01 4-5 in the Arlington Cup. 
Epithet put the six furlong record at 1:10 1-5. 
Volta Maid lowered the five furlong mark to 
:59, then Misty, on the last day, lowered it to 
:58 3-5, and Morfair was credited with having 
worked five panels in faster time than that. 
Knight’s Call broke the seven furlong record, 
putting it at 1:22 4-5. Gracie set a new record 
for the steeplechase course of about two miles, 
3:56 3-5. Besides the five records re-made dur- 
ing the meeting, the mile and an eighth record 
of 1:49 2-5 was equalled by Sun Beau on Classic 
day. 

Three stakes were run during the closing week. 
Wednesday Indigo took the Lake Forest Steeple- 
chase, and on Saturday Sun Beau won the Ar- 
lington Handicap, boosting his earnings above 
those of Gallant Fox, and Burning Blaze con- 
quered Morfair in the Post and Paddock Stakes. 
After the close of the meeting the horsemen took 
their stables and parted, Easterners to Saratoga 
and Westerners to Hawthorne. Sun Beau, next 
to Mate the hero of the Arlington meeting, re- 
mains at Hawthorne until after the Hawthorne 
Handicap, $25,000 added, to be run Saturday of 
this week. He will then be taken to Saratoga. 
His weight for the Hawthorne Handicap is 131 
pounds, three more than he carried in his ex- 
cellent win of last Saturday. 


SUN BEAU PASSES GALLANT FOX. 

The third running of the Arlington Handicap 
($25,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one and one- 
quarter miles), the last stakes race of the Ar- 
lington Park meeting, provided Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Sun Beau with an opportunity to be- 
come the leading money-winning race horse of 
the world. The 6-year-old racer, making large 
weight concessions all around, won like a cham- 
pion. His part of the purse was $27,300, enough 
to raise his total winnings to $330,044, passing 
both Gallant Fox and Zev, the only runners whose 
names were ahead of his on the list. Sun Beau 
appears now to be as good as, or better than, at 
any previous time in his career. Very likely he 
will add further to his winnings. Six starters 
besides Sun Beau accepted Racing Secretary 
Joseph McLennan’s handicap. In the order of 


the finish the field was: Sun Beau (128), Satin 
Spar (105), Plucky Play (109), Mike Hall (116), 
Spinach (114), Quarter Deck (104), Paul Bun- 
yan (110). As the barrier went up, Jockey L. 
Cunningham shoved the Bill Bee Stable’s Satin 
Spar into the lead and immediately set himself - 
to open up daylight on the field. The Northway 
Stable’s Plucky Play clung close to him. C. Phil- 
lips held Sun Beau in check to, the last turn, 
where he let him move up and pass Satin Spar 
and Plucky Play almost without an effort. At 
the end he was three lengths ahead of Satin Spar, 
with Plucky Play two and one-half lengths 
farther back. Mike Hall, which ran in last 
place during the early stages, made up consid- 
erable ground to finish fourth. Sun Beau was at 
odds of 63 cents on the dollar! and Mike Hall was 
second choice at 5 to 1, due to his excellent race 
behind Sun Beau at level weights in the Ar- 
lington Cup the previous Saturday.

UP STEPS BURNING BLAZE. 


Fourteen 2-year-olds went to the post for the 
third running of the Post and Padodck Stakes 
last Saturday. Three fell and 11 finished the 
course. The first two of those which finished 
were a nose apart, the Valley Lake Stable’s Burn- 
ing Blaze (114) beating the Dorwood Stable’s 
Morfair (116) by a nose in the last strides. Two 
and one-half lengths back of them was the Three 
D’s Stock Farm Stable’s Liberty Limited (114), 
which started slowlv and worked his way upd 
through the field with a fine show of speed. 
William Ziegler, Jr.’s, Phantom Legion (116) was 
fourth. Mack Garner sent Morfair, a son of 
Morvich out of Mormaw, by Fair Play, and own 
brother to Morstone, into the lead after two fur- 
longs. W. Fronk, who had gone to Chicago from 
Latonia for the race, got Burning Blaze away 
slowly but brought him to a contending position 
in the first quarter. While the good filly Polonaise 
forced the pace for Morfair, Fronk waited close 
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behind them. Morfair, running with remarkable 
speed—dquarter in :22 2-5, half in :45 4-5—van- 
quished his opposition, and at the eighth pole had 
a lead of about four lengths over Burning Blaze, 
which was almost as far in front of the next 
horse, Polonaise. Morfair slowed up—the last 
quarter was run in 26 seconds, if unofficial timers 
caught it right—and Burning Blaze caught him 
just at the end of the six furlongs. The final time 
was 1:11 4-5. Morfair was a heavily played 
favorite, having shown a phenomenal work a few 
days before the race. Burning Blaze and Tick 
On, coupled in the mutuel field, were third choice. 
At the stretch turn, C. C. Van Meter’s Tellico 
(116), son of Chilhowee, was run up on and cut 
down so badly that it was necessary to destroy 
him. Over him fell Etcetera (116) and At Sun- 
rise (113), both owned by John F. Schorr. The 
Schorr entry was second choice in the betting, 
but had not figured prominently in the running 
when the accident occurred. The three jockeys, 
R. Jones on Tellico, J. McCoy on Etcetera, and 
R. Finnerty on At Sunrise, were knocked out, 
but their injuries were not serious. The re- 
mainder of the field, after the first four, crossed 
the finish line in the following order: Osculator 
(126), Tick On (114), Polonaise (119), Pairby- 
pair (126), Westy Junior (116), Modern Queen 
(123), Texas Knight (114). Outside of the 
Hopeful and the Futurity, yet to be run, it was 
the richest 2-year-old race of the year. The purse 
was divided as follows: $39,400, $4,000, $2,000, 
$1,000.

_ ARMISTICE DAY ORPHANS’ DAY 


HE Idle Hour Fair Association, of which Col. 

E. R. Bradley is president, and Barry Shan- 
non is general manager, will hold its fourth an- 
nual day of racing at Idle Hour Farm on Wednes- 
day, November 11 (Armistice Day), for the bene- 
fit of orphans in Kentucky institutions. 

This announcement was made last Monday 
afternoon by Manager Shannon and followed a 
decision reached by Colonel Bradley after a con- 
ference with his aids. 

Armistice Day is considered the most appro- 
priate possible date this year. The Kentucky 
racing season will close on October 31 unless it 
should be determined during the meeting to ex- 
tend it another week to a closing on November 7. 

The week beginning November 9 will see in 
Lexington the gathering of many sportsmen and 
sportswomen for the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Foxhunters’ Association. 

A feature of the hunt meeting will be steeple- 
chase racing on Thursday, November 12, over a 
three-mile course now being constructed on Ham- 
burg Place. 

Another feature of that week will be the an- 
nual November sales of Thoroughbred horses in 
the Lexington Sales Paddocks, under the aus- 
pices of E. J. Tranter, on November 9. 

Manager Shannon announced further that in- 
stead of having the Orphanage Stakes of $5,000 
for 2-year-olds, there would be two stakes of 
$2,500 value and a silver trophy each, and that 
the program further would comprise an event for 
3-year-olds and upward at one mile and a six- 
teenth with $1,500 value. The other three races 
for the afternoon will have $1,000 each value, 
distances to be decided later. The trainer of 
each winner during the afterncon will receive $50. 

The Orphans’ Matron Stakes will be for 2- 
year-old fillies, 5 1-2 furlongs, value $2,500 and 
a silver trophy, entrance fee $25 to be paid the 
day of the race and nominations to be made day 
before the race. The winner will receive $1,500, 
second $600, third $300, fourth $100. 

The Orphans’ Junior Stakes will have con- 
ditions and money and trophy identical with the 
Matron Stakes, except that this event will be 
for colts and geldings. 

Vice-President Charles Curtis has informed 
Colonel Bradley that he will be present at the 
meeting this year, and Colonel Bradley has 
asked him to serve as a steward. Other stew- 
ards will be Admiral Cary T. Grayson, Charles 
F. Price and William H. Shelley. Brownell Ber- 
ryman will serve as racing secretary, and Wil- 
liam Hamilton will be starter. Other officials 
will be announced later. 

Col. M. J. Winn has informed Colonel Bradley 


that he will lend every assistance possible to 
make this meeting for the benefit of the parent- 
less kiddies as successful as were the three pre- 
vious meetings. 


Colonel Bradley was asked during the course 
of the conference if he did not think it might be 
well to declare the meeting off for this year, and 
return to his former practice of making a per- 
sonal donation of several thousand dollars to the 
orphans. 

He repiied that this one day ci racing has come 
to be an institution; that the people have found 
great pleasure in giving their donations through 
it to the orphans, and that he thought that this 
was one year when both the people and the or- 
phans should not be deprived of the pleasure and 
benefits coming through the meeting. 

Colonel Bradley inspected his 31 yearlings in 
training under J. T. Hisle at Idle Hour Farm. 
He expressed himself as well pleased with the 
youngsters and their condition. He is leaving 
Wednesday night of this week for Saratoga to 
remain throughout the meeting at the Spa. 


STUD NEWS 


*TEDDY ARRIVES IN AMERICA. 


HE S. S. Minnewaska arrived July 28 in New 
York with the stallion *Teddy, sire of *Sir 
Gallahad III, among its passengers. He was 
transferred to F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadow- 
view Farm at Moorestown, N. J., where he will 
make his first season. 

From the office of Algernon Daingerfield, as- 
sistant secretary of The Jockey Club, New York, 
the following notes were sent out last week in 
connection with a story of the stallion’s arrival: 

“I have been asked as to *Teddy’s disposition. 
A few days ago I received a letter from a well 
known horseman who has been in France and 
seen *Teddy. He describes him as having as 
sweet a disposition as he ever saw in a horse 
and states that not only will *Teddy permit 
strangers to enter his stall, but that he himself 
could ride this horse with a halter on, around 
the paddock. This gentleman also informs me 
that *Teddy is considered one of the three great- 
est living sires in France, by all authorities.”

AUTUMN RACING. 


HE Kentucky State Racing Commission, of 
which Polk Laffoon, President of the Latonia 
Jockey Club, is Chairman, met at Latonia race 
track Saturday, August 1, the closing day of the 
summer race meeting, and granted the request 
of the Latonia Jockey Club for an autumn meet- 
ing of 25 days and an increase of 2 per cent in 
the pari-mutuel “take” to 10 per cent. 

The dates, as requested by the Latonia Jockey 
Club and sanctioned by the Commission, are 
Saturday, October 3, to Saturday, October 31, in- 
clusive. The Kentucky Association, Lexington, 
Churchill Downs, Inc., Louisville, and the Latonia 
Jockey Club are subsidiaries of the American 
Turf Association, of which Col. M. J. Winn is 
president and Maurice Galvin is_ secretary, 
treasurer and general counsel. 

The Commission sanctioned the transfer of the 
Breeders’ Futurity from Lexington to be run at 
Latonia, and likewise sanctioned the transfer of 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes from Louisville 
to be run at Latonia. Thus the stakes to be de- 
cided during the 25 days number eight. The 
regular Latonia stakes are the Latonia Champion- 
ship, Queen City Handicap, Covington Handicap, 
Fort Thomas Handicap, Autumn Handicap and 
Latonia Cup. The total amount of added money 
to the eight events is stated to be $77,500. 

William E. Smith was absent from the meet- 
ing. having gone East for a vacation. Chairman 
Laffoon, Sewell Combs, Theodore H. Mueller and 
Frazer LeBus were present. Chairman Laffoon 
issued the following statement after the meeting: 

“The increase in the mutuel take was made 
necessary by the conditions that confront the 
Latonia Jockey Club this fall. The cancellation 
of the Lexington and Churchill Downs meetings 
with the transfer of the Breeders’ Futurity and 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes has imposed an 
additional burden of $20,000 on the Latonia 
Jockey Club, and as a matter of fairness the as- 
sociation should be given an opportunity to meet 
the deficit that would otherwise surely follow. 

“The Racing Commission and the Latonia 
Jockey Club did not consider it advisable to re- 
duce its stakes and purses, so the additional 2 
per cent will enable the jockey club to maintain 
the same stakes and purses as last year in ad- 
dition to the two added stakes. 

“The produce of our breeding farms are now 
being offered for sale at Saratoga, and if Ken- 
tucky takes a backward step by lessening the 
earning power of race horses the sales market 
will immediately reflect this condition and the 
value of every Thoroughbred in Kentucky will 
be decreased. 

“The transfer of the two additional stakes to 
Latonia, the Breeders’ Futurity and the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, both outstanding races, should as- 
sure to the patrons of Latonia the opportunity of 
seeing the best horses in America at its fall 
meeting.” 


BETTY DERR’S LATONIA OAKS. 

A filly which was sent from the East was made 
favorite over the seven Western fillies which op- 
posed her last Saturday for the thirty-fifth run- 
ning of the Latonia Oaks ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
old fillies, one and one-quarter miles), but one 
of the Westerners beat her home in as bitter a 
stretch battle as was seen during the Kentucky 


season. The winner was H. P. Gardner’s Betty 
Derr (116), the second horse the Goodestone 
Stable’s Blind Lane (116). Behind them in order 
came Charles Nuckols’ Cousin Jo (126), the Mid- 
dleburg Stable’s Sunny Lassie (116), Canflij 
(130), Alyssum (126), Laila Wild (116), Ridge- 
view (116). R. Fischer took Betty Derr into a 
good lead soon after the start, then gave her a 
breathing spell. Blind Lane, which had been ly- 
ing second, challenged on the second turn and 
after a hard struggle managed to get her head 
in front. The effort however, hurt her more than 
it did Betty Derr, and in the last 70 yards the 
Gardner filly repassed her and won by a head.

Those three cars left Tuesday morning, 
August 4. The Chilhowee yearlings are owned 
by Swingalong Stud and Tollie Young and are 
to be sold on the 11th.

SARATOGA’S OPENING WEEK. 


T is a pleasant day for the race-goers of New 

York when they arrive at Saratoga Springs 
for the month of racing which constitutes the 
principal life and the principal revenue of the up- 
state spa. The meeting begins there Thursday 
of this week. The Flash Stakes and Saratoga 
Handicap are the opening day stakes. The Test 
will be run Friday. Satuday’s program will be 
marked by triple features, the Shillelah Steeple- 
chase, the United States Hotel and Wilson Stakes. 
Tuesday of next week the yearling sales begin. 

Empire City’s meeting, which has not fared 
so badly as the earlier and swanker meetings of 
the “big apple,” closes Wednesday of this week. 
Best of its fixtures of last week was the Empire 
City Derby, run Saturday, won by Sir Ashley. 

Saratoga will see a movable stall gate used 
at this meeting. The Waite gate was used at 
Belmont and Aqueduct this year, but not at 
Jamaica or Empire City. New York fans, hav- 
ing seen close up the difference in the two meth- 
ods of starting, are clamoring for stall gates at 
all tracks. Starting at Jamaica was bad, at Em- 
pire City it was worse. At Saratoga Starter 
George Cassidy will have the use of stationary 
stalls at the head of the chutes, and at other 
points will use the Waite gate. 


EMPIRE DERBY TO SIR ASHLEY. 


The Belair Stud Stable’s Sir Ashley (122), a 
maiden until the Shevlin Stakes of this year, and 
now the winner of three stakes, won the fifteenth 
Empire City Derby ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
one and one-quarter miles) at Empire City 
August 1, beating by three-quarters of a length 
in a driving finish D. D. Moore’s maiden, Danour. 
The latter has a most remarkable record for this 
year’s racing. In 16 starts he has finished second 
10 times. On the other four occasions he was out 
of the money.

NE of the best colts among the 15 Chilhowee 

yearlings which the Swingalong Stud and 
Tollie Young will offer in the Saratoga Sales 
ring on the opening night of the Fasig-Tipton 
sales, August 11, is shown on the front cover 
of THE BLOOD-HoRSE. The picture, while it is 
an excellent likeness, does not convey a true 
notion of the size of the colt, which is one of the 
largest yet sired by Chilhowee. An early foal, 
this youngster has developed in the best manner 
and he will pass muster with the best of them 
in the auction ring. 


The colt, marked with much white on the 
face, with white on all four feet and a flaxen 
mane and tail, is a son of the good mare Nyasa, 
whose first feal was the winner Broad A., also 
by Chilhowee. Nyasa, a young mare, showed 
high speed in her trials, but was never raced. 
She brings to her offspring a stout distance-run- 
ning strain through her sire, *Tchad, winner of 
the French Derby and other stakes in France. 
*Tchad is a son of *Negofol. 


Nyasa’s dam is Kathryn Kruter, by Transvaal 
—Lillie Kruter, by Orimar. Kathryn Kruter is 
an excellent producer. Among her foals have 
been Genial Host, winner of the Camden, Ben 
Ali, Mardi Gras Handicaps and still winning this 
season at the age of eight; Sophia Goldman, first 
in 19 races, and the winners Mr. Biltmore, Flax, 
Moon Phase and Fox. The next dam, Lillie 
Kruter, produced four winners. It is the No. 12 
family which for many years has been producing 
horses famous in American Turf history.

Farm, one of the historic Thoroughbred horse 
nurseries of Kentucky, in the neighborhood of 
Senator Johnson N. Camden’s Spring Hill Farm, 
near Versailles, is sending nine yearlings to Sara- 
toga to be sold in the paddock at the race course 
on Saturday, August 15, under auspices of C. J.

Aside 
from all of this he is a bred onc and after rac- 
ing, if he pans out as well on the course as one 
has a right to ouppese he will, he should make 
an acceptable sire.

These vearlings all have good feet, the first 
essential in the make up of a good horse, accord- 
ing to the school represented by the axiom, “no 
foot, no horse.’”’ Generally they have good bone, 
and only one or two have blemishes occasioned 
by the running and romping that yearlings do. 
The Entrancing filly is marked with white 
splotches in her grey, roan coat, which covers a 
shapeliness that makes her altogether attractive. 

The Hester R. colt is a sure good one. He has 
that about him which leaves one with the idea 
that he will run far and fast and stand the pound- 
ing a long time. The other Jim Gaffney is also 
a strong horse with more smoothness than his 
sire ordinarily imparts. He is one of the wear 
and tear kind. The fact that he is out of a 
daughter of Von Tromp adds to his value, since 
those mares are doing well in the breeding 
paddock. 


The Betty B. B. colt will do. He is a rich 
colored chestnut with a good head, and is com- 
pactly made. The Bonnie Morn filly shows much 
quality and should be in request. The Arena filly, 
a first foal is a bit small, but she is quick and 
smart. On the whole, the crop is far better look- 
ing than those of last year and should sell well. 


AN EDITOR-OWNER’S SUGGESTION. 


George J. Meyer writes in his paper, The Home- 
Stretch (San Francisco) : 

“As an owner and member of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association, I humbly submit to James 
Crofton, President of The Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club, the following: Make all claiming races, 
when the horses are entered for $1,000 or less, 
open claiming races. 

“When a horse like Martha Mae can be en- 
tered for $1,000 there is something radically 
wrong. Martha Mae in her last winning race, 
on February 12, was entered for $4,500. 


“There was a lot of talk after the Martha Mae 
race that the price of $7.00 was the result of a 
‘build up.’ It is practically impossible to get a 
$100 bet on a horse at Agua Caliente without 
taking track odds. 


“A ‘build up’ by outsiders can not be done at 
Agua Caliente, for it would be very easy for 
Zeke to shove his money into the machines if he 
saw that a horse was away out of line.”

AMERICAN VICTORY AT GOODWOOD. 

HE four-day meeting at Goodwood came to a 

close last Friday, July 31. The final day was 
marked by an American victory when Robert 
Sterling Clark’s French-bred Suze, 3-year-old grey 
filly by Filibert de Savoie out of Sagina, by Ajax, 
won the Nassau Stakes by three lengths from 
Lady McCalmont’s Lindos Ojos. Lord Astor’s 
Sunny Devon was third, another three lengths 
back. Suze was 100 to 8 and Sunny Devon was 
favorite in the six-horse field. 

The Stewards’ Cup, run the opening day, July 
28, at six furlongs, fell to Sir H. Cunliffe-Owen’s 
‘Poor Lad, a 9 to 1 outsider. He won the $5,000 
added race by three parts of a length from Z. G. 
Michalinos’ Zanoff, a 3-year-old. The highly rated 
Xandover, owned by James Schwob, was third. 
Poor Lad is a 4-year-old brown colt by Cygnus out 
of Beggar. 

The Goodwood Stakes, about two miles and 
three furlongs, run the second day, went to F. H. 
Cundell’s Noble Star, 4-year-old colt by Haps- 
burg out of Hesper. Mrs. C. S. Whitelaw’s Castle- 
derg was second, beaten three lengths, and Mon- 
tague Evans’ Blue Vision third. The race was 
worth about $7,500. 

The Goodwood Cup, run the third day, July 30, 
at two miles and five furlongs, was won by Mrs. 
Arthur James’ Salmon Leap, which had only a 
neck advantage at the end over the veteran 
Brown Jack, owned by Sir Harold Wernher. Gen. 
Charles Lambton’s Trimdon was third, four 
lengths farther back. Brown Jack was favorite 
in the field of six, with the winner second choice. 
Salmon Leap had already won the Newbury Sum- 
mer Cup, Dullingham Stakes and the Bibury 
Cup this year. He is by Salmon Trout out of 
Stony Ford.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


AKING into account 5,754 races run on the 

recognized tracks of North America from 
January 1 through July 31, 1931, a total of 
$5,132,646 in first monies has been won by 2,928 
winners, the get of 588 sires. The average first 
money per race is approximately $892; the aver- 
age earnings per winner are approximately 
$1,753. Leader in point of money won by his 
get is Harry S. Hart’s Prince Pal, Mate’s sire, 
standing at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. 
Mate and 17 others of his get have won $194,655. 
Next in line, and recently deposed by Prince Pal, 
is Twenty Grand’s sire, *St. Germans, standing 
at the C. V. Whitney farm. His total is $148,505. 
Others of the 10 leaders come in the following 
order: *Hourless, $114,050; *Sun Briar, $73,930 
(Sun Beau’s Arlington Handicap not yet added); 
My Play, $70,355; *Spanish Prince II, $67,140; 
*Polymelian, $66,415; Infinite, $63,345; High 
Time, $62,830; *Wrack, $57,425. 

In the matter of races won, *Light Brigade, 
now at S. W. Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm in 
Maryland, leads. Twenty-three of his get have 
won 67 races. *Wrack is second with 65 races; 
*Polymelian third with 62; High Time fourth 
with 61; My Play and Sweep tied for fifth place 
with 56 each; The Porter and Westy Hogan next 
with 55 each; Sweep On and *Donnacona next 
with 54 each. 

In point of winners, High Time, now the 
property of Charles T. Fisher and standing at 
Dixiana, near Lexington, has taken the lead with 
34. His closest rivals are *Polymelian and Sweep, 
with 30 each. Bunting, My Play and *Wrack 
have 28 each. *Omar Khayyam is in seventh 
place with 27. Westy Hogan and *Donnacona 
have 25 each. The Porter is tenth on the list

NEED FOR SPRINT STAKES 


By T. P. BRopny. 
In Daily Running Horse (New York). 


HEN, from time to time, one reads of the 

success attained on the English Turf by the 
running of its numerous sprint stakes and han- 
dicaps, it has often occurred to the writer that 
races run on similar lines would prove a boom 
and a success in this country, where, for many 
years, speed has become such a prominent factor 
in our racing and breeding. 


It certainly appears that an experiment with 
sprint stakes and handicaps would prove a benefit 
to our all-too-uniform programs on the New York 
racing circuit at present. Especially should this 
prove the case, this fall, since we are faced with 
such a deficit of high class distance stakes and 
handicap horses. 


Belmont Park, with its ideal straightway 
course, could, I feel certain, with great hopes of 
support and success, add a 5-furlong and a 514- 
furlong stakes handicap for all ages to their pro- 
gram. It already provides for a 6-furlong Fall 
Highweight Handicap. Aqueduct might be well 
advised to solicit entries for a 5-furlong stakes 
handicap for all ages and also all a 6- and a 7- 
furlong stakes handicap for the 3-year-olds and 
upwards. 


Jamaica, which already caters more so than 
any other track to sprint races, could add to their 
program a good class 6-furlong stakes handicap 
for all ages and it assuredly would meet with the 
success such a bold venture would merit. Like- 
wise, Empire City could fall into line with such 
another sprint stakes handicap or even two over 
their short 6-furlong route. 


SPA HAS ONLY ONE EVENT 


If too late to get Saratoga on the move this 
season, the framer of the stakes races at the Spa 
meet would not be ill advised in experimenting 
with some such sprint race for the older-horse 
brigade on his program for 1932. Recollect that 
during the first 15 days of racing at Saratoga 
next month, there is only one sprint stakes 
carded for competition. 


Looking back over our metropolitan and Sara- 
toga stakes books for the past quarter of a cen- 
tury, one can count on practically his two hands 
the number of sprint stakes provided for older 
horses, and this, mind you, in a land where 
speed is the recognized essential in breeding. Our 
stakes books tell us that we have one 514-fur- 
long race, nine 6-furlong events and five 7-fur- 
long stakes speed tests in the course of our rac- 
ing period. 

Surely the success in the past of such stellar 
sprint stakes events as the Speed, Toboggan and 
Fall Highweight Handicap, at Belmont Park; the 
Paumono’, Montague and Rainbow Handicaps, at 
Jamaica; the Carter and Bayshore Handicaps, at 
Aqueduct; the Ballston Handicap, at Saratoga, 
and Fleetwing Handicap, at Empire City, have 
given ample proof that there is a keen demand 
for such races, and that the running of same 
have always proved: interesting and inspired 
greater enthusiasm in the general racing public. 

WOULD DRAW BIG GATE 

After all, one must never forget that it is the 

well compiled and keenly contested stakes race 


or handicap that draws the big gate. And is not 
this item the most important of all in connection 


with racing on the New York circuit, where rac- 
ing is kept alive by the daily paid admission fees, 


Sporting readers and racing executives may 
justly enquire why all this sudden clamor and 
demand for increased sprint stakes races. The 
answer to this question is one easily replied to. 
In the first instance, racing this season on the 
Long Island section of the New York circuit has 
given us ample proof that probably not in a score 
of years have we been so scarce of good class 
distance stakes and handicap horses, with a re- 
sult that races of this class run over the longer 
routes have become one-sided contests in most 
cases and are lacking in appeal and attraction 
to our sporting public. They flock to our tracks 
in hopes of seeing a keenly contested stakes race 
and are miserably disappointed, and, with a re- 
currence of this on more than one occasion this 
year, are dubious for the future when our execu- 
tives program nothing more attractive to whet 
their racing appetites. Again, I have the moral 
support of some of our leading veteran trainers 
that sprint racing in the past on the New York 
racing circuit was always well supported, keenly 
contested and a favorite form of racing with the 
general public. 

PUBLIC’S INTEREST ESSENTIAL 


While further at the present time, when the 
“hoi poloi”’ is drifting from racing for one or 
another reason, no scheme should be left untried 
to win back their support, hence every effort 
should be made and availed of to make our rac- 
ing more attractive for “John Public,” the goose 
who lays or pays the golden egg to keep racing 
alive in our midst. 

Furthermore, in the real true interests of rac- 
ing and breeding, more sprint races of our ma: 
tured horses are essential and, with these con- 
tests available, many a horse now lost to racing, 
might prove a top-notch weight carrier and a 
speed marvel if given a real chance at this part 
of the racing game on our Turf. 

Just let us briefly examine conditions in re- 
gard to sprint racing in England, and we imme- 
diately find that this branch of the noble pastime 
is just as amply catered for as long distance 
racing in the land of John Bull. We find that 
no daily flat race program at any meeting in 
England is considered complete unless it has a 
sprint stakes or handicap carded. 

ENGLISH HAVE SCORES 

While, during the year’s racing, such sprint 
stakes and handicaps for the older horses as the 
Battyany Handicap, great Surrey Handicap, 
Voltigeur Handicap, Royal Stakes, Salford 
Borough Handicap, Cork and Orrery Stakes, 
Fernhill Stakes, King Stand Stakes, Wokingham 
Stakes, July Cup, Empire Stakes, Soham Stakes 
Handicap, Molyneux Cup Handicap, Stewards 
Cup, King George Stakes, Nunthorpe Stakes, 
Harewood Handicap, Portland Plate Handicap, 
Great Eastern Handicap, Ayr Gold Cup, Snail- 
well Stakes, Queen Elizabeth Handicap, Chal- 
lenge Stakes, Evening Welter Handicap and 
Fordham and Queensberry Handicap are out- 
standing races over distances of five and six fur- 
longs that are as keenly contested and make as 
much general public appeal as the steller dis- 
tance stakes races and handicaps. Those above 
mentioned sprint stakes events are in most cases 
historic institutions on the British Turf, standing 
for all that is best in racing. 

SUNDRIDGE FINE EXAMPLE 


Furthermore, there is ample proof in England 
that had it not been for the numerous races avail- 
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able for sprinters more than one star performer 
over the short routes might have been lost to 
the Turf and stud. One sterling example in this 
line is that of the great speedster Sundridge, a 
horse that could barely carry his great speed over 
the three-quarter course, the son of Amphion be- 
ing a real speed demon at five furlongs. In this 
horse’s case had there been no short distance 
stakes races in England he would probably never 
been heard of as it was, with increasing age, 
that Sundridge became a champion sprinter. Re- 
tired from racing and put to the stud, Sundridge 
begot that great Derby winner Sunstar, and we 
have not to trace much to find this line of blood 
predominant today in every country in the world. 


Another similar instance that comes to mind 
is that of Thrush, a sprinter of class, that could 
not travel an inch beyond six furlongs, yet, 
when retired to the stud, he produced the great 
distance racer Jackdaw, which horse, in turn, 
begot Brown Jack, the greatest endurance racer 
of the present day. I could quote many other 
such happenings in England since the dawn of 
the present century. 


What is true of England should also be true 
of this country, and it is quite possible many a 
top-notch sprinter has been lost to our Turf and 


stud through the lack of races to amply testify 
to their speed. Hence, this is yet another valid 
reason why sprint racing for our older horses is 
a necessity in this country where we breed so 
strongly on those lines. 


LOOKING FOR THE BOTTOM. 


Telling of the gloom of the sellers of yearlings 
at the first July sales of yearlings at Newmarket, 
England, Sketch (London), says: ‘Consider the 
prices of three years ago and today. In 1928 the 
produce of Sword Play made 5,000 guineas; in 
1929, 4,500 guineas; while last week her yearling 
made only 500 guineas. Enrichment’s yearling 
in 1928 fetched 3,100 guineas, but this year’s colt 
only 540 guineas. 


“And then in 1929, to continue our comparison 
of the National Stud yearlings figures, Simon 
Shoes yearling made 5,200 guineas, whereas last 
week her own sister made 400 guineas. T'o quote 
one more, the stock of Tillywhim made 4,000 
guineas in 1929, yet this year 610 guineas is the 
price for her yearling. July sales in that par- 
ticular year were the last of the great blood- 
stock boom, the first slump setting in at Don- 
caster in September, 1929. Surely prices cannot 
sink much lower!”
